White materials are much in evidence 
for separate skirts designed for spring 
wear. 
Ratine, cloth, serge and cotton 
corduroy are the most fashionable be­ 
cause all of these fabrics launder per- 
fectlt*. 
The skirt shoe ti here is car­ 
ried out in white serge. 
It is a four- 
piece model with high waisl-ltne, and 
there Is a pleated section between the 
gores abo\e which appear patch pock­ 
ets. 
In medium sire the akin requires 2S 
>ards »4-inch material. 
The 
width 
about the lower edge of the skirt is 
about 3 yard*. 
Before cutting the m a ­ 
terial fold It carefully in half 
Only 
the belt 1s placed on the lengthwise 
fold. 
The pleated section, the front 
and back gores and the pocket are all 
laid on a lengthwise thread of the 
goods 
If a shorter length Is desired, cut off 
from lower edges of gores and pleated 
section or turn a hem the desired 
amount. 
The belt Is novel in its arrangement 
sud is easily made. lf it Is remembered 
that the small "0” perforations indi­ 
cate the center. Adjust to position. 
Uenter-fronts and center-backs even. 
the center of the belt oxer the upper 
edge of the skirt. Lap the ends In front 
ss illustrated aud finish with buttons 
or braid ornaments. 
Although the full skirt Is now the 
rule rather than the exception, It is a 
noticeable fact that the fulness ha* 
been gained by gathers, pleats and cir­ 
cular cuts, which makes the new de­ 
signs extremely interesting and fore­ 
runners of things to come.
